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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior rejection has been overcome by perfection of the foreign priority. 

The closest prior art is considered to be Macromolecules, 1989, volume 22, page 4253- 
4259, which was previously cited by the examiner. The article teaches a repeating unit 
comprising two carbazoles with a carbocyclic group in between the carbazole groups (see Figure 
1). The carbocyclic group between the carbazole groups only contains 4 carbon atoms whereas 
the claims require an aromatic group with 6-60 carbon atoms. Claims 1-14 are allowed.
